S rH ;—1 have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of your Excellency’s letter of the 3 14 of July, in an­ 
swer to mine of the 23th and 29th of the same month. 
When this communication shall be submitted to the 
President, he will doubtless be gratified at the renewed 
assurance it contains ol a sincere desire to procure a 
speedy and faithful execution, on the p irt of France, of 
the stipulations contained in the treaty. 
But i cannot, 
and ought not in candor to conceal my persuasion, that 
he will feel great surprise and regret, when he looks in 
vain in that communication for a repetition of the as­ 
surances given by M. Serurier, as to the time at which 
the law for executing the treaty will be submitted to the 
Chambers. 
This disappointment will be the greater, 
because, in my note of the 23th, 1 drew the attention of 
your Excellency to that subject, by a quotation from 
the letter of M. Serurier to the Secretary of State, which, 
the President will naturally think, required particular 
notice. 
As the extent of this engagement o f liis Majes­ 
ty’s Minister at Washington does not seem to be duly 
appreciated, and the etl’ecls it produced may not be 
fully known, it wili be proper that 1 should eater into 
some developement of both. 
Your Excellency is doubt­ 
less aware of the circumstance, that my despatches an­ 
nouncing the rejection o f the law, arrived in the United 
State« in the first week in May, but those despatches 
also stated, that a fast sailing vessel would be sent with 
instructions to M. Serurier, to make some explanations 
on the subject. 
In ordinary cases, it would have been 
deemed a duty in the President,to have informed Congress 
of the change, which this refusal of the Chamber was 
calculated to [»reduce in the relations between the two 
countries. 
But he was anxious to prevent any meas­ 
ure that might increase the irritation naturally felt by the 
nation, and the .Minister of France was assured that r.o 
message would be s nt to Congress until the arrival of 
his instructions. 
By an unusually long passage, these 
did not arrive until a month after the rejection of the 
law had been known in the United States ; and finally, 
the 3d of June, M. Serurier made the promised expla­ 
nation, and gave the assurance to which I once more 
pray your Excellency’s particular attention : “ LeGouv- 
ernement du Hoi,” he says, “ y fera .Monsieur, tout sou 


this plan is subordinate to considerations not to be lost 
sight of for the .sake of the very end, which both gov­ 
ernments are anxious to attain ; and Mr Serurier can­ 
not have meant any thing else in the part of his note 
which has tliu.s been particularly regarded at Washing­ 
ton. (dont on a cru devoir prendre aetf a Washington.) 
xou know, Sir, the motives which would prevent the 
presentation to the Chambers o f the projet de loi re­ 
specting the Convention of 183 1, during the Session 
which will be immediately prorogued. 
Reasons equally 
peremptory and equally clear, would forbid assembling 
tiie Chambers before winter, tor the special purpose of 
voting on this question, and it is with regret I repent, 
that we find ourselves Unable to accede to the demands 
of the President of the I nited States on this point. 
But 
besides the impossibility o f keeping the Chambers to­ 
gether at a time of the year during which parliamen­ 
tary labors are habitually suspended, and when the Dep­ 
utise already appear impatient to return to their homes, 
there is another consideration more particularly apply­ 
ing to the Treaty of 1831, the importanceof which can­ 
not have escaped your attention. 
Placed as you are in 
a «ituation to judge of every thing here which could 
have relation to the question, you must have been con­ 
vinced with what circumspection (menagemens) it has 
been treated before the Legislature, and the public ; and 
your own observation on this point must have enabled 
you to appreciate the system of prudence and procrasti­ 
nation (adjournment) 
which the King's government 
has prescribed for itself. 
These precautions are e qually 
necessary and proper at present, and, without entering 
here into details, the want of which your own penetra- '• 
turn may easily supply, it is to be doubted, I must say, i 
whether in the actual state of things an untimely (an- 
ticipee) assembling of the Chambers for the purpose of 
securing by their assent the execution of the treaty of 
183!, would produce those advantages which are a t 1 
Washington expected from such a course. 
After these 
explanations, in which your government will, I flatter 
myself, discern as much frankness as there is in the 
communications which it has instructed you to make 
(prescrites) 1 repeat that, as soon as the Cham hers can 
he assembled, the p ro jet de loi which they discussed in 
their latt Session \\ ill be one o f the first subjects pre­ 
sented to them ; and this new delay, I hope, will be far 
from injuring the prospect o f success of an affair, in 
which the assistance ol time has been usefully invoked.

It cannot have escaped your attention, sir, that the only 
limitation designated for the presentation of the law, is 
that prescribed by the Constitution. The words are ex* 
p jess: ‘‘Every thing permitted by the Constitution is to 
be done to hasten the period of presenting the law .” — 
N ow , whatever doubts might exist as to the preseirta- 
tion o f the law, at the preparatory session, none, it would 
appear, are entertained, that the charter would permit 
the convocation of the Chambers, at a day early enough 
to convey the result of their deliberation* to the Presi­ 
dent, before the meeting of Congress. 
It was thus that 
the promise of M. Serurier was understood at Wash­ 
ington, and the President acted upon this understanding 
of it, when he made it the basis of his resolution to for­ 
bear any communication to Congress at the then session. 
This resolution, and this motive for it, are unequivo­ 
cally expressed in Mr McLauc’s answer to M. Serurier’s 
note. 
I am directed by my instructions, to bo candid and 
explicit in all my communications. 
This course can­ 
not, 1 am sure, but be us agreeable to His Majesty’s 
Government, as it is to my own inclinations.
